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Edmonton 
unveils plans 
for expansion 


Room to grow. Bid to 

annex part of Leduc 
County would add 
15,600 hectares on 
city's southern end

Edmonton’s boundaries could 
extend to the International 
Airport under a new annexa¬ 
tion plan the city revealed 
Tuesday. 

The annexation would 
consume 15,600 hectares of 
land in Leduc County south of 
the city, going along the west 
side of Highway 2 down to the 
airport and on the east side 
extending to just north of the 
Town of Beaumont. 

Announcing the proposal, 


Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
the city needs space for future 
development. 

He said the city has been 
in discussions with the county 
on the proposal for a year and 
believes it would not be a dif¬ 
ficult process. 

“We do need to grow, and I 
think the county understands 
that,” he said. 

Edmonton is not the only 
municipality with its eyes on 
Leduc County for growth, as a 
recently announced expansion 
plan in Beaumont proposed to 
annex some of the same land. 

Beaumont Mayor Camille 
Berube said he didn’t know 
about Edmonton’s plans. He 
said his community also needs 
the space and will now have to 
reassess their plans. 

“We are the second-fastest- 
growing community in Al¬ 
berta, as per the federal cen¬ 
sus, so we need to plan and we

need to position to be able to 
continue to grow.” 

Leduc Mayor John Whaley 
said he hopes to work with 
Edmonton in this process to 
determine their future. 

“This is some of the best 
farmland in Alberta in this 
area, so to give it up we need 
to make sure the best use of it 
is made, and that is something 
we all need to be at the table 
for.” 

He said his county would 
start the process with Edmon¬ 
ton and hopes to come to a fair 
solution for both communihes.

Critics not keen on 
proposed complex 



Too many? Proposal 
would add four new 
theatres to city

Arts groups and theatre man¬ 
agers in Edmonton are not 
yet convinced the city needs 
a brand-new theatre complex 
with four new venues. 

The proposed Downtown 
Academic and Cultural Cen¬ 
tre was unveiled to a city 
council meeting last week. 

Fawnda Mithrush, general 
manager of the Roxy The¬ 
atre, said she is not sure the 
city needs another 200-seat 
venue. 

“We are a 200-seat theatre 
at the Roxy and in recent 
years we haven’t had that 
many sell-out shows,” she 
said. 

Penny Ritco, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Citadel Theatre, 
said she is concerned the 
space won’t be filled. 

“To me there is a (ques¬ 
tion) of who is going to sit in 
those seats, what are you go¬ 
ing to put on that stage when 
there isn’t opera or ballet?” 

Dianne Kipness, chair of 
the foundation behind the 
centre, said they are still 
working with arts groups to 
determine the need. 

“I have no interest in 
building a theatre for people 
who don’t want it,” she said. 

Kipness said the concept 
is also more about up-and- 
coming theatre groups and 
the city’s future needs. 

“It is a forward-looking 


project,” she said. “It is not 
for tomorrow.” 

Jennifer Faulkner with 
the Alberta Ballet welcomed 
the news of the new space. 
The ballet is a resident com¬ 
pany at the Jubilee Auditor¬ 
ium, but Faulkner said they 
welcome the opportunity to 
perform in smaller venues. 

“Anytime something like 
this happens for the arts, it 
is good for us and it is good 
for the city,” she said. 

Mithrush and Ritco both 
question whether the money

for the project couldn’t be 
better spent. 

Mithrush said the $50 mil¬ 
lion that proponents want 
to raise privately could go a 


long way. 

“It is just kind of like see¬ 
ing this one big pot of money 
that everybody would love 
to have just a little bit of, in¬ 
stead of it all being spent in 
one space,” she said. 

Ritco said the Citadel 
looks forward to the conver¬ 
sation but believes it might 
be a better investment else¬ 
where. 

“I have been working in 
the arts for 40 years, and art¬ 
ists make art. Facilities do not 
make art.”

Before she even had a birth 
certificate, Grace Wheler had 
a libraiy card. 

Ever since, her mother, 
Heather Mackenzie, has been 
focusing on expanding the 
21-month-old’s vocabulary, 
reading to her in different 
languages and encouraging 
her to mimic the stories. 

That is the type of thing 
the Edmonton Public Libraiy 
and Alberta Health Services 
hope to see more of. 

The EPL currently offers a 
libraiy card, board book, song 
and rhyme booklet, early lit¬ 
eracy information and more 
to parents with children 
under 24 months when they 
come into a libraiy branch. 

The goal this year is to ex¬ 
pand and move that project, 
called Welcome Baby, out into 
the community, specifically, 


through public-health clinics. 

“It would be at the two- 
month immunizations,” says 
Tamsin Shute, EPL youth ser¬ 
vices librarian and co-chair 
of the libraiy’s Early Literacy 
and Family Services team. “So 
when people go to get that 
immunization, the staff there 
would give them this package 
from the libraiy. 

“(AHS) immunize about 92 
per cent of the babies that are 
born in Edmonton each year. 
That’s a lot.” 

Early literacy is not absent 
in Edmonton, as children’s 
books are often checked out 
and baby programs are es¬ 
sentially always full. But dis¬ 
seminating early literacy 
resources and information is 
important, said Lindsey Juke, 
a community librarian at 
EPL’s Woodcroft branch. 

Part of her job is to con¬ 
nect with groups and agen¬ 
cies outside of the libraiy. On 


occasion, she visits a nearby 
public-health clinic. “Some 
days I’ll go to a new moms 
group and everybody will 
pretty much be libraiy mem¬ 
bers already. And other times 
no,” Juke said. “Often there is 
a mix of awareness levels of 
our services, but I would say 
that even people who are li¬ 
braiy users themselves may 
not have taken advantage of 
the Welcome Baby program.” 

Nathalie Maurice Burgess, 
team leader with AHS’s Ed¬ 
monton Zone Early Interven¬ 
tion Program, said AHS “is 
absolutely on board.” 

But it’s up to the EPL to 
raise the needed funds. “We 
hope to start at least piloting 
it this year and get it going in 
our centennial,” Shute said. 
“We’d like it to be something 
that we’re able to keep going 
(with) because we want eveiy 
child to have the same oppor¬ 
tunity in Edmonton.”

The parents of students at two 
overcrowded southwest Ed¬ 
monton schools will have to 
pay $48 a month to bus their 
children to newly designated 
schools. 

A day after the superintend¬ 
ent of Edmonton Public Schools 
announced Grades 8 and 9 
would be dropped at Johnny 
Bright and Esther Starkman 
schools in September, parents 
voiced their displeasure about 
the decision. 

“There’s people whose kids 
(live) across the street from 
the school. Suddenly, now 
they have to pay $50 a month 
for them to sit on the bus for 


a couple hours a day. That’s a 
hard pill to swallow,” said Paul 
Martin, who has two children 
at Esther Starkman. 

Martin’s daughter, who is 
in Grade 7, came home crying 
on Monday after the changes 
were announced at a school as¬ 
sembly. 

Grade 8 and 9 students 
from Esther Starkman will be 
re-designated to Avalon, which 
is nearly nine kilometres away, 
while Grade 8 and 9 students 
from Johnny Bright will be re¬ 
designated to D.S. McKenzie, 
about eight kilometres away. 

The parent council chair at 
Johnny Bright said parents are 
upset with the changes and 
the lack of consultation behind 
them. 

“I think the superintendent 
chose the option that was the 
most hurtful to the school com¬ 
munity,” Daylin Breen said. 

“It’s a fresh and open 
wound, and we’re still reeling 
from it. The tone at the school 
this morning when I was there 
was one of deep sadness.” 



Faculty positions within Al¬ 
berta’s fast-growing post-sec¬ 
ondary institutions could be 
on the chopping block as the 
province works to overcome 
a $4-billion budget gap, says 
the deputy premier and ad¬ 
vanced education minister. 

“Ask yourself the ques¬ 
tion (of) why I’m here and 
why the universities are 
there,” Thomas Lulcaszulc 
said. “We’re there to serve 
the students; we’re not here 
to employ me and we’re not 
here to employ professors.” 

The province pledged two 
per cent increases in grant 
funding to institutions until 
2014, but Lulcaszulc said that 
is unlikely to materialize. 

“Let’s be frank: we know 
that this will not be a budget 
increase. This will be a 
budget decrease — and that 
is never easy,” he said. 

Lulcaszulc said he also 
does not intend to have uni¬ 
versities make up shortfalls 
with tuition increases. 

Colton Yamagishi, 

president of the University 


of Albert Student Union, 
said he’s pleased to hear the 
minister has a student focus. 

“If they do plan to keep 
the tuition cap, we think 
this is extremely important 
for our students,” he said. 

Donna Wilson, president 
of the Association of Aca¬ 
demic Staff at the University 
of Alberta, was disturbed the 
province is contemplating 
cuts. 

“This would be a third 
year in a row that all of 
those organizations have 
had to pinch pennies,” she 
said. 

Wilson questioned if the 
minister really understood 
the impact. Lulcaszulc was 
recently put in his post 
and will be in Vietnam on 
budget day as part of a char¬ 
ity program. 

“I wonder if he has been 
properly informed in his 
two weeks, when he has 
been busy dismantling play- 
sets and preparing to leave 
the country.”

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Officials call for unity 
after Hugo Chavez dies 


Uncertainty in 
Venezuela. Foreign 
minister says Vice- 
President Nicolas 
Maduro will take over, 
with elections to be 
called within 30 days 


Some in anguish, some in 
fear, Venezuelans raced for 
home and stocked up on 
food and water Tuesday after 
the government announced 
the death of President Hugo 
Chavez, the larger-than-life 
firebrand socialist who led 
the nation for 14 years. 

Vice-President Nicolas 
Maduro’s voice broke and 
tears ran down his face as 
he appeared on national 
television to announce that 
Chavez died “after battling 
hard against an illness over 
nearly two years.” 

He did not say what 
exactly killed Chavez, al¬ 
though the government 


had announced the previ¬ 
ous night that a severe new 
respiratory infection had se¬ 
verely weakened him. 

A few hours later, Foreign 
Minister Elias Jaua affirmed 
one of Chavez’s final wishes: 
Maduro would be interim 
president and then be the 
ruling party’s candidate to 
carry on Chavez’s populist 
“revolution” in elections to 
be called within 30 days. 

It was a day fraught with 
mixed signals, some fore¬ 
boding and some violent. 
Just a few hours before an¬ 
nouncing Chavez’s death, 
Maduro made a virulent 
speech against enemies 
he claimed were trying to 
undermine Venezuelan 
democracy.

Family feuds over 
gun remarks made 
by Pistorius* dad 


A public feud erupted Tuesday 
within the family of Oscar Pis¬ 
torius, the double-amputee 
Olympian charged with mur¬ 
dering his girlfriend, as the 
runner and his relatives dis¬ 
tanced themselves from com¬ 
ments his father reportedly 
made about guns and crime in 
South Africa. 

South Africa’s ruling party, 
the African National Congress, 
also waded into the family 
dispute. A spokesman for the 
party accused Henke Pistorius, 
the runner’s father, of racism 
for his observations reported 
in British newspapers about 
crime against white South Af¬ 
ricans and the suggestion that 
the ANC government isn’t ad¬ 
equately protecting them. 

The Pistorius family and 
the reputation management 
firm it has hired are working 
to head off any negative publi¬ 
city or controversy that might 
possibly have a bearing on the 
outcome of the runner’s case, 
which could see him jailed for 
life if convicted of premeditat¬ 
ed murder.

ment early Tuesday morning 
saying the family “is deeply 
concerned” about the father’s 
interview that “doesn’t repre¬ 
sent the views of Oscar or the 
rest of the Pistorius family.”

U.S. trips. Minister of 
natural resources and 
Sask. premier make 
their pitches stateside 


Less than a week after the U.S. 
State Department all but dis¬ 
missed the climate concerns 
dogging TransCanada’s Key¬ 
stone XL pipeline, two high- 
profile Canadian politicians 
headed stateside Tuesday to 
push once again for approval. 

The pitch from Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Joe Oliver con¬ 
tained a nugget of news for his 
audience as he assured them 
that long-awaited federal regu¬ 
lations on Canada’s oil and gas 
sector were on the horizon. 

“Once the federal regula¬ 



tions are in place, Canada will 
be one of a veiy few oil produ¬ 
cers in the world with national 
binding regulations on its oil 
and gas sector,” he said in his 
pitch to the Chicago Council on 
Global Affairs. The government 
is aiming to have those federal 
regulations ready by mid-year. 

The new rules would seek 


to curb the sector’s greenhouse 
emissions in order for Canada 
to meet a 2020 target for a 
17 per cent overall cut. Rules 
are already set for the transpor¬ 
tation and coal-fired electricity 
industries but they only take 
Canada halfway to the goal. 

Saskatchewan Premier Brad 
Wall, meanwhile, began a four- 
day visit to the U.S. capital that 
includes meetings with several 
top officials, including an assist¬ 
ant secretaiy of state on inter¬ 
national environmental affairs 
and the majority leader of the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 

Wall, too, will urge Amer¬ 
icans to approve the pipeline. 
But he’ll also tout his province’s 
green initiatives, in particular 
its recent $1.4-billion invest¬ 
ment in a clean-coal project in 
Estevan, Sask. the Canadian press 



Try to enjoy it — spring unlikely to be hot 

According to The Weather Network, the average winter conditions experienced across the country will give 
way to a typical spring in the coming weeks. Director of meteorology Chris Scott said spring temperatures are 
expected to hover near seasonal norms in most parts of the country. Residents of southern Ontario, Quebec 
and parts of Atlantic Canada may feel a little more warmth than their counterparts in the West. Stable ocean 
temperatures in the Pacific also suggest average levels of precipitation for most of the country. Scott said this 
year’s forecast stands in stark contrast to the previous spring, when several of Canada’s major cities recorded

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Target’s here, but the 
price isn’t always right

Doubtful discounts. 

Shoppers at three new 
Ontario stores find the 
savings don’t match 
what's on offer in U.S. 


The long-awaited arrival of U.S. 
discount giant Target means 
Canadians can now get their 
hands on the famed bull’s-eye 
brand’s wares without crossing 
the border — though the sav¬ 
ings here might not equal those 
down south. 

The retail chain, which 
opened its doors on Tuesday 
in three communities west of 
Toronto, has said Canadian 
customers will likely see a dif¬ 
ference in pricing compared to 
items carried in its U.S. stores, 
with the company focused on 
being “competitively priced” 
with retailers in Canada. 

A spokeswoman for Target 
Canada couldn’t say exactly 
how that will play out on 
shelves in the newly launched 
Ontario stores in Guelph, Fer¬ 
gus and Milton or the dozens 


more locations the company 
expects to open across the 
country. 

Pricing depends on a num¬ 
ber of factors and it’s difficult 
to give case-by-case examples 
or even narrow it down to cat¬ 
egories of products more likely 
to warrant higher prices, Lisa 
Gibson said on Tuesday. 

“In certain cases, the prices 


will actually be completely on 
par with U.S. prices and in some 
cases there might be some dif¬ 
ferences, but... our overall goal 
is to make sure we’re competi¬ 
tive with the marketplace,” she 
said, adding the company is 
also bringing in a five per cent 
reward program from the U.S. 

At the Guelph store, a 
2.95-litre bottle of Tide laundiy 


detergent was priced at $15.99 
on Tuesday, compared with 
$11.99 US on Target’s American 
website. The same product was 
listed for $15.99 on the Can¬ 
adian Tire website. 

A bottle of Aveeno moistur¬ 
izer cost $7.49 at the Guelph 
store, while the lotion was 
marked down to $5.99 US on 
the U.S. website, down from the 
regular price of $6.29. On the 
Shoppers Drug Mart website, it 
was priced at $8.99. 

Brian Yarbrough, consumer 
and industrial analyst with 
Edward Jones, said the chain 
should manage to slightly 
undercut competitors on some 
items simply because none 
in Canada can rival its buying 
power. But he said Target has 
no reason to match its U.S. 
prices if consumers are willing 
to pay more. 

“I think they’re looking at 
it as ‘OK, what is the standard 
price like amongst competitors 
in Canada and that’s the range 
we need to be in, we don’t 
need to wony about how we’re 
priced in the States,”’ he said.

Dow wows. Stock index 
surges past all-time high 


The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed at a record on 
Tuesday, beating the previous 
high it set in October 2007, 
before the financial crisis and 
the Great Recession. 

The index rose 126 points, 
or one per cent, to 14,253, 
beating its previous record 
by 89 points. In fact, it is up 
nearly nine per cent so far 
this year, capping a remark¬ 
able comeback. 


The Dow has more than 
doubled since falling to a 
low of 6,547 in March 2009 
following the financial crisis 
and the Great Recession. 

Stocks have rebounded 
sharply since then with the 
help of a large dose of stimu¬ 
lus from the Federal Reserve, 
even as the economic recov- 
eiy has been slow and steady 
rather than spectacular.

Retailer dispute. Martha 
takes the stand once more 


Eight years after Martha Stew¬ 
art was released from prison 
for lying about a stock trade, 
the home diva is now facing an¬ 
other legal mess that may not 
be easy to clean up. 

Stewart, 71, took the stand 
in New York State Supreme 
Court on Tuesday morning. She 
is at the centre of a bitter legal 
battle between two of Amer¬ 
ica’s largest retailers — Macy’s 
Inc. and J.C. Penney Co. 

Macy’s sued the media and 
merchandising company Stew¬ 
art founded for breaching an 
exclusive contract when she 
signed a deal with Penney in 
December 2011 to open shops 
at most of its stores this spring. 

Macy’s, which has sold Mar¬ 
tha Stewart products including 
towels and pots since 2007, is 


trying to block Penney from 
selling those products. 

The trial is clearly more 
than a contract dispute. It’s a 
courtroom drama that’s unfold¬ 
ing about disloyalty and greed. 

Testimony has portrayed 
Stewart as someone who 
turned her back on her good 
friend and Macy’s CEO Teny 
Lundgren so she could enrich 
her company. 

Such allegations only re¬ 
inforce her reputation as a ruth¬ 
less businesswoman and could 
hurt her brand and image, 
brand experts say. The allega¬ 
tions come when the business 
is struggling to fatten merchan¬ 
dising revenue as it tries to off¬ 
set declines in its broadcast and 
publishing divisions.

Fossils offer 
climate clues 

Dr. Natalia Rybczynski 
examines the fossil bones 
of the High Arctic camel 
laid out in a lab at the 
Canadian Museum of 
Nature. 

The fossil evidence 
consists of about 30 bone 
fragments, which together 
form part of a limb bone 
of a camel. Found on 
Ellesmere Island, Nunavut, 
this is the northernmost 
discovery of camels in 
the Arctic, about 1,200 


kilometres further north 
than the Yukon camel. The 
camel lived about three- 
and-a-half million years 
ago, when the region 
supported a boreal-type 
forest. 

Back when this camel 
was browsing leaves and 
shoots, the entire global 
climate averaged about 
two or three degrees 
warmer than it is now. 

That's about as much 
a difference as scientists 
say the Earth can undergo 
today without catastrophic 
changes, the Canadian press

When New Girl star Zooey 
Deschanel was two years 
old she watched The Wizard 
of Oz eveiy day “I had a 
hard time understanding 
that I couldn’t go into the 
film,” she said, “because it 
felt so real to me.” 

She’s not alone. It is one 
of the most watched and 
universally adored Holly¬ 
wood films ever. 

This weekend Disney 
hopes to add to the legacy 
of the original film with Oz 
the Great and Powerful, a 
Sam Raimi directed prequel 
starring James Franco and 
Mila Kunis. Ever wondered 
why the wicked witch was 
so wicked? Or how the 
wizard became the wizard? 
With a click of its ruby 
slippers this movie fills in 
the blanks. It’s not the first 
movie to tiy and woo an 
audience based on Oz and 
its citizens. 

1910’s The Wonder¬ 
ful Wizard of Oz was the 
first Baum book to hit the 
screen. Almost seven dec¬ 
ades later, two veiy different 
musicals were inspired by 
the Oz folks. 

20th Century Oz is 
a 1976 Australian rock 
musical that reimagines 
the classic stoiy set in 1970s 
Australia. Two years later 
director Sidney Lumet 
adapted the Broadway hit 
The Wiz for the screen, 
casting Motown superstars 
Diana Ross as Dorothy and 
Michael Jackson as The 
Scarecrow. Although it was, 
at the time, the most expen¬ 
sive film musical ever made, 
it wasn’t a hit in theatres. 



Oz prequel brings Braff 
back to a ‘magical place’

Years ago I asked one of the 
original Wizard of Oz munch- 
kins to explain the movie’s en¬ 
during appeal. 

“Eveiybody can enjoy it,” 
said Karl Slover who was just 
two feet tall when he played 
the first trumpeter. “There’s 
no filthy language in it. I don’t 
see no bikinis! No nudist col¬ 
onies! Kids can watch it and 
parents don’t have to worry 
because there’s nothing bad in 


there.” 

I recently asked Zach Braff 
the same question in an inter¬ 
view to promote Oz the Great 
and Powerful, a prequel to 
the most beloved movie of all 
time. 

“It reminds us of our child¬ 
hood,” says the former Scrubs 
star, “and it reminds us of this 
magical place where crazy 
things happen. It is innocent 
and it is pure and it is amazing 
that it holds up. It was made 
in 1939, most kids don’t see 
other movies made in 1939.” 

The new flick, co-staring 
James Franco, Mila Kunis, 
Rachel Weisz and Michelle Wi¬ 
liams, is a state-of-the-art film, 
but it’s something that has 
been gestating for some time. 

“I heard that Walt Disney 
always wanted to make an Oz 


movie,” he says. “There’s 13 
books, so why not go back to 
that world and tell it from a 
2013 perspective.” 

The new film echoes the 
original, starting with black 
and white scenes shot in 
Kansas before moving to the 
eye-popping fantasy world 
of Oz. The movie’s mod¬ 
em twist is the addi¬ 
tion of high tech tricks 
to make your eyes and 
ears dance. Braff calls the 
film’s visual and audio 
tweaks — increasing 
the depth of the 3D 
and adding in sur¬ 
round sound for 
the Oz scenes, for 
example — “Sam 
Raimi at his finest.” 

Raimi, the direc¬ 
tor behind the Evil 



Dead movies and a little fran¬ 
chise called Spider-Man, was 
the big reason Braff signed on 
to the project. 

“I heard Sam wanted to 
meet me in his office. That’s a 
good call to get.” 

Braff, who made his direc¬ 
torial debut on the 2004 in¬ 
die film Garden State, calls 
Raimi a “wonderful men¬ 
tor who let me watch this 
whole process.” Even on his 
days off the actor would go to 
set to leam about big 
budget filmmaking 
from watching the 
old pro work on Oz’s 
enormous sets. 

“Sam’s the big¬ 
gest mensch on 
earth. The guy’s a 
saint. He’s too good 
to be true.”

Seeds of hope. Could fast-growing 
coral help save the Caribbean’s reefs?

I learned a neat trick from a 
Howler monkey in Costa Rica. 
I was walking along a nature 
trail in Golfito National Park 
when the mosquitoes decided 
to attack. Although I had sun¬ 
screen on, I forgot to apply bug 
spray. 

I noticed a monkey in the 
trees rubbing her arms with 
leaves and asked my trail guide 
what she was doing. He said 
she was coating her skin with 


the Piper plant. It has a citrus¬ 
like scent that the mosquitoes 
dislike. Clever monkey, I’ll keep 
that in mind. 

There are many fascinat¬ 
ing wonders in the rainforest, 
which is why so many travel¬ 
lers visit this untamed destina¬ 
tion. 

During this nature walk, 
hummingbirds that were the 
size of baseballs whizzed past 
my head and gigantic butter¬ 
flies floated innocently from 
fern to flower. Huge bamboo 
trees towered over us and deli¬ 
cate pink orchids were tempt¬ 
ing to pluck. 

After we reached the mag¬ 
nificent waterfall that was our 
goal and reward, we emerged 
from the jungle to see four yel¬ 
low-breasted toucans perched 
in the treetops and then dive- 
bomb into the bushes. 

It’s best to explore desig¬ 
nated trails with a guide. 


Just don’t be surprised if he’s 
carrying a machete. Let him 
lead the way in case he sees 
a snake. 

To visit Golfito, I sailed with 
Windstar Cruises on one of 
their three motorized sailing 
yachts, called the Star. Since 
their ships can sail under wind 
power most of the time thanks 
to their huge masts, I thought 
this kind of cruise was much 
more appropriate for such an 
environmentally-sensitive re¬ 
gion. 

There are only 150 passen¬ 
gers on board the Star and the 
ship’s small size makes off-beat 
ports easily accessible. Pas¬ 
sengers also get to know each 
other well and it gave us all the 
feeling of being explorers like 
Columbus or Drake. 

As well as Golfito, we 
sailed to San Bias, Panama 
— accessible thanks to the 
famous canal for being a 
80-lcilometre shortcut to the 
Pacific Ocean. This engineer¬ 
ing marvel takes about 10 
hours to pass through. 

San Bias is a chain of about 
400 islands inhabited by the 
Kuna Indians who have gov¬ 
erned the province since the 
1920s. Their distinctive dress, 
music and dance make you feel 
like you just stepped into the 
pages of National Geographic.

Mats of algae and seaweed have 
shrouded the once thick coral 
in shallow reefs off Jamaica’s 
north coast. Warm ocean wat¬ 
ers have bleached out the coral, 
and in a cascade of ecological de¬ 
cline, the sea urchins and plant¬ 
eating reef fish have mostly 
vanished, replaced by snails and 
worms that bore through coral 
skeletons. 

Now, off the shores of 
Jamaica, as well as in Carib¬ 
bean islands from Bonaire to 
St. Croix, conservationists are 
planting fast-growing coral 
species to try and turn things 
around by “seeding” reefs. The 
strategy has doubters, with 
one expert joking that prayer 
might be as effective, but con¬ 
servationists say the problem is 
so catastrophic that inaction is 
not an option. According to the 
International Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature, live coral 
coverage on Caribbean reefs is 
down to an average of just eight 
per cent, from 50 per cent in the 
1970s. 

Lenford Dacosta grew up 
in the north Jamaican fishing 
village of Oracabessa Bay and 
spear-fished the waters for most 
of his 46 years. Now he is part 
of a crew that tends to a small 
coral nurseiy in a fish sanctu- 
aiy, hoping to revitalize the reef 
that sustained his village, whose 
shoreline is now dominated by 
ritzy resorts. 

“I used to think that children 
would only hear about coral 
reefs and fish in books,” said Da¬ 
costa, expressing hope that his 
work will yield fruit. 

Seascape Caribbean, the 
fledgling company that em¬ 
ploys Dacosta and touts itself 
as the region’s first and only 
private coral restoration busi¬ 
ness, uses low-tech coral nurs¬ 
eries consisting of buoys and 
weights with small fragments of 
staghorn coral suspended from 
them on strings. The fragments 
grow on the strings until bits of 
tannish coral with the begin¬ 
nings of antler-lilce branches are 
ready to be planted onto reefs. 
Other specialists grow coral 
fragments on concrete pedes¬ 
tals placed on the seabed. 

Advocates say the reef res¬ 
toration work, focused on the 
region’s fast-growing but threat¬ 
ened staghorn and elkhom 
coral species, can boost rates of 
recoveiy and improve the out¬ 
look for coral. The efforts will 
never resurrect the vibrant reefs 
of 50 years ago, they acknow¬ 
ledge, but they believe they can 
help preserve some of a reef’s 
functionality and beauty. 

“Coral cover is getting a 
little better here and I believe 
it will keep improving in the 
gardened areas,” said Andrew 
Ross, a Canadian marine 
biologist and entrepreneur 


who founded Seascape Carib¬ 
bean. 

Reef-building coral is a tiny 
polyp-lilce animal that builds a 
calcium-carbonate shell around 
itself and survives in a symbiotic 
relationship with certain types 
of algae. Its reefs serve as vital 
spawning and feeding grounds 
for numerous marine creatures. 
It comes in some 1,500 known 
species, ranging from soft, un¬ 
dulating fans to those with hard 


Reefs in real trouble 


The stakes couldn’t be higher 
along the Caribbean Sea, 
which has nearly 20,720 
square kilometres of coral 
reefs. The tropical islands’ 
iconic reefs protect fragile 
coastlines by absorbing 
energy from waves during hur¬ 
ricanes and normal conditions. 
Financially, the Caribbean has 
a multibillion-dollar beach 


skeletons that form reef bases. 

But across the globe, reefs 
that have proven resilient for 
thousands of years are in ser¬ 
ious decline, degraded by over¬ 
fishing, pollution, coastal de¬ 
velopment and warming ocean 
waters. And threats to coral are 
only expected to intensify as 
a result of climate change and 
ocean acidification due to green¬ 
house gases.

tourism and commercial 
fishing economy. In Jamaica 
alone, reef fisheries support 
up to 20,000 fishermen. Carib¬ 
bean coral has deteriorated so 
badly in recent decades that 
a new report from a team of 
international scientists says 
that the rocky structures of the 
reefs are on the threshold of 
gradual erosion.

1. Heat the oven to broil. Set 
a wire rack over a rimmed 
baking sheet. Coat the rack 
with cooking spray.

It’s likely you searched for 
jobs on websites, leveraged 
your network and wowed a 
recruiter with your resume 
and cover letter. But you’re not 
done selhng yourself just yet. 

University of Waterloo ca¬ 
reer advisor Tanya Gillert says 
tech graduates can expect to 
be screened by an in-house 
recruiter or a member of the 
company’s HR department 
before one or two technical 
phone screens and up to four 
on-site interviews with the em¬ 
ployer. 

“In an interview, recruiters 
are determining if they like 
you, if you know your stuff 
and if you are passionate about 
your field and specialty,” she 
says. “Employers want to know 
if an applicant is adaptable, 
flexible and productive.” 

Here’s a list of Gillert’s top 
tips on how to ace the technol¬ 
ogy job interview and get the 
job. 

Know the employer 

Research the company’s struc¬ 
ture, histoiy and mission. 
Learn about what the com¬ 
pany sells, the clients they tar¬ 
get and how they compete in 
their industry. Find out what 
motivates management and 
employees. 

How can you tell an inter¬ 
viewer that you’ll fit in seam¬ 
lessly with the company’s 
culture if you know nothing 
about them?

Know the position 

Employers will list the skills, 
knowledge and qualifications 
they expect someone they hire 
to possess.

Be prepared to write code, 
talk about code and find any er¬ 
rors in code quickly. 

Know yourself 

Know your strengths and weak¬ 
nesses. Practise coding and solv¬ 
ing problems in front of people. 
Be prepared to answer the 
types of questions Gillert says 
technology students can expect 
to be asked, including: 

• coding and common algo¬ 
rithms 

• design and redesign 

• puzzles and brain teasers 

• number theoiy

When it comes to information 
technology interviews, inter¬ 
viewees can never be too for¬ 
mal. 

Students and recent grads 
looking to become IT profes¬ 
sionals may want to trade in 
their casual interview attire 
for something more suitable: a 
suit.

For those aspiring to work 
in the technology industry, 
working in Silicon Valley is a 
dream. 

Brad Menezes, who gradu¬ 
ated from the University of 
Toronto’s mechanical engin¬ 
eering program in 2012, was 
once one such aspirant. 

Today, he’s working for the 
uber-popular website, Yelp. 
How did he manage it? 

What’s your role at Yelp and 
how did you get there? 

I’m a product manager. I got 
to Yelp in the most round¬ 
about way possible. Got an 
intro to the recruiter. Two 
phone interviews. One de¬ 
sign test. Five in-person inter¬ 


views, including one with the 
CEO. 

All interviews went well, 
but I still got rejected. 

They said they’d never 
hired a new graduate as a 
product manager and it was 
risky. 

I convinced them to place 
a bet on me and let me intern 
instead. While interning, they 
promoted me to a full-time 
position. 

So in short, it took a little 
perseverance and a lot of luck. 

What have your top three 
life experiences been, and 


how can you relate those 
experiences to your career? 

I’ll give you one experience 
that repeated in many forms 
throughout the past years: 
failure. 

I brought on a team for 
Nspire — a non-profit organ¬ 
ization dedicated to fostering 
the next generation of leaders 
in business and technology — 
and a bunch of people quit. I 
went to a bunch of interviews 
to become a PM, got rejected 
from all of them. I had a star¬ 
tup, it tanked. 

This is veiy important be¬ 
cause after a while you can 


look back and realize that the 
missteps or mistakes were all 
necessary to move forward. 
Whenever you tiy to push 
your limits really hard, this 
will happen. But I figure it’s 
better to push your limits 
than to remain within your 
comfort zone. 

Looking back, one could 
say that it was a veiy clear 
path that I took to get to 
where I am today at Yelp, but 
going through it, I really had 
no idea where I would end up. 

What skills and experiences 
would you recommend for 
students to develop while in 
school? 

If you want to succeed in the 
tech industiy, make sure the 
majority of your time is spent 
learning hard skills, primar¬ 
ily engineering, design, and/ 
or product. The best way to 
do this is to build something 
yourself or with friends. Soft 
skills are veiy important in 
certain roles (project manage¬ 
ment being one of them), but 
there is still no substitute for 
good hard skills. 

Design, engineering and 
product skills will give you ex¬ 


tremely high leverage as find¬ 
ing people who really excel 
at this is not common. If you 
can really hone your skills in 
one or more of these areas, 
you can be damn successful 
in tech.

Sergei Bobrovsky gave the Col¬ 
umbus Blue Jackets just what 
they needed with the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers pressing for a win in 
overtime. 

Bobrovsky, replacing an 
ineffective Steve Mason, made 
two spectacular short-handed 
saves in overtime and stopped 


both shots he faced in the 
shootout to help the Blue Jack¬ 
ets beat the Oilers 4-3 on Tues¬ 
day night. 

“It’s great. It’s what you 
need,” Columbus’ Vinny Pros- 
pal said of Bobrovsky’s play. “If 
one guy has an off game and 
the other guy comes in and 
relieves him like that, that’s 
awesome. That’s where the 


confidence grows.” 

Prospal had a goal and an 
assist, and Derek MacKenzie 
and Jack Johnson also scored 
in regulation. Artem Anisimov 
and Mark Letestu scored in the 
shootout for Columbus, which 
extended its points streak to 
four games and is the last team 
to win back-to-back games in 
the NHL this season. 


Jeff Petiy, Ryan Whitney 
and Magnus Paajarvi tallied for 
Edmonton, who couldn’t hold 
a 3-2 lead and fell to 1-3-1 on a 
season-high nine-game, 17-day 
road trip in which they’ve been 
outshot 111-67.

Edmonton to kick 
offTourof Alberta 

Eleven communities will 
play host to the inaugural 
Tour of Alberta cycling 
race later this year. 

The 850-kilometre stage 
race will begin Sept. 3 in 
Edmonton and finish five 
days later in Calgaiy. 

Other communities 
slated to host starts and 
finishes during the event 
include Strathcona County, 
Camrose, Devon, Red Deer, 
Strathmore, Drumheller, 
Black Diamond, Canmore 
and Olcotolcs.

Volkswagen's 
drop-top has arrived 
in all its attention

When Volkswagen introduced 
the Beetle hatchback for the 
2012 model year, you had to 
suspect the convertible edition 
was hard on its heels. 

Convertible Beetles have 
been around since 1949, when 
the first rear-engine, air-cooled 
Type 15 was launched. VW sold 
more than 330,000 of them 
worldwide over the next 32 
years, then cranked out an¬ 
other 235,000 New Beetle Con¬ 
vertibles from 2003 until the 
2010 model year when it was 
put out to pasture. 

The third-generation Beetle 
(the “New” is gone) Convert¬ 
ible that goes on sale in mid- 
Februaiy maintains the trad¬ 
ition, but in a less-retro way. 
Visually, the body is slightly 
lower, but is now a substan¬ 
tial 8.5 centimetres wider and 
about 15 centimetres longer 
than the old New Beetle. That 
means significantly more leg 
and elbowroom, for both front- 
and rear-seat passengers. Front 
headroom is nearly as generous 
as before despite the lower pro¬ 
file, while rear-seat headroom 
actually increases slightly. 

The Beetle Convertible 
benefits from a more rigid 
body architecture with 20 per 
cent more resistance to bend¬ 
ing and twisting. This is helpful 
since convertibles don’t have a 
roof structure to join the back 
and the front of the car togeth¬ 
er. The only real support is in 
the floor. 

Base Beetle Convertibles fall 
under the Comfortline trim 
name and include most power 
and climate accouterments 



Design 


Volkswagen’s designers 
have done as great a job 
fashioning the Beetle 
Convertible as they did with 
the hatchback and have 
even succeeded in creating 
a less miniscule trunk. Just 
make sure you pack only 
the essentials. To be fair, the 
split-folding rear seat lets 
you extend the stowage area 
when two or three passen¬ 
gers are aboard.

2008 marked the launch of the 
eighth generation Honda Ac¬ 
cord, which had earned a veiy 
solid reputation for reliable 
operation, sensibility and long¬ 
term value. 

Available in both coupe and 
sedan variants with several 
engine and transmission com¬ 
binations, this generation Ac¬ 
cord also offered features like 
heated leather seats, voice-com¬ 
manded navigation, a sunroof, 
steering-wheel mounted con¬ 
trols, dual-zone climate control 
and plenty more. 

Accord LX was the basic 
model, while EX and EX-L or 
EX-L Navi represented mid¬ 
range and top-line, respectively. 


Common Issues 


Thousands of owners have 
complained of premature 
brake component wear, so feel 
for any pulsation and listen for 
any squealing during light to 
moderate brake application. 

Be sure to have the brakes 
inspected on any used Accord 
you’re considering, or budget 
for brake job and service. 

Oil consumption is another 
well-documented issue with 
this generation of Honda Ac¬ 
cord, and especially those with 
the V6 engine and automatic 
transmission. Eveiy engine 


will “use” some oil between 
oil changes, but shoppers are 
advised to check the oil in the 
model they’re considering 
(while the engine is cold) to en¬ 
sure it’s fresh and full. 

Listen for a whine or hum 
from the power steering pump 
while you steer at a low speed, 
or while stopped. If any un¬ 
usual noise is noted, it’s likely 
caused by a faulty o-ring, which 
allows air to enter the system.
